DAVIES FACES HARD WORK 


TO MAKE SOCCEROOS 


John Davies believes there is a lot of hard work and 
dedication ahead if he is to play for Australia again. 


Davies, 22, is one of the new faces at St. George 
this year. The young midfielder who came out from 
Liverpool, England in 1970 is pleased to be playing 
with a Sydney club again. John had two seasons with 
Croatia before the P.S.L. started and then moved 
back to Canberra where his parents live. 


John is on a two year contract with Saints and 
although he is absolutely thrilled with the profes- 
sional set up at the club he feels it could be another 
month before he really settles in. 


When Jimmy Shoulder was national coach John 
played for Australia against Hong Kong and Greece. 
He has also been given a chance by Rudi Gutendorf, 
the current national coach. John was used as a 
substitute in matches against Partizan Belgrade. 
Gutendorf felt that his work rate wasn’t high eriough 
and he has been on the outer since. 


But St. George boss Raul Blanco says John has an 
abundance of talent. So does his former club coach 
Vic Fernandez at Canberra. ‘“‘I’d still love to have 
him,” Fernandez says.

Davies realises that being back in Sydney gives a 
better chance to come under Gutendorf’s 
microscope. “I’d love be part of Australia’s World 
Cup elimination matches,” John said. “But to be 
quite honest | must work harder,” he added. 


Davies admits that it is a little hard to concentrate on 
his own game at the moment. “All players are doing a 
lot more running and covering. It is only natural 
because of so many new players in the team.” he 
said. 


“But once the understanding comes then I’m sure I'll 
have a lot more freedom,” he added. Davies used to 
have a free role at Canberra. 


Are you disappointed with any aspect of your game? 
“I'd like to be getting into more scoring positions-and 
amongst the goals,” he said. 


John showed glimpses of his true form in the match 
against Leichhardt when he combined with Paul Kay 
in amove which brought the lone goal. Kay found the 
net, but Davies could prove great value to Saints with 
his ability to Knock in goals from a deep position.

If there were any doubts about Don Smith’s ability to 
be the goalkeeper for the St. George side, he’s prov- 
ing to be a wonderful asset to the club. 


His abrupt introduction into this No. 1 spot came with 
the untimely injury to Micheal Fraser, but Don, show- 
ing exceptional dedication and putting in long hours 
of very hard work, training twice a day, is suddenly 
showing the form that was evident two years ago 
when he was considered to be one of the most pro- 
mising goalkeepers in the land. 


During the last three matches Don has shown vast 
improvement and with every match his performance 
has a lot to do with the wonderful form shown by the 
team in the last few weeks. 


Fulfilling his role as the teams’ No. 1 keeper at the 
moment produces a lot of pressure but Don is handl- 
ing it admirably and has earned the respect and ad- 
miration of all.

George in 1975. 

He has wonderful ability for a defender and is a very 
modern and attacking fullback with excellent shot 
and great skills. He is very cool under pressure, and 
a very dedicated player-who coach Raul Blanco 


sbelieves has the talent to be a future international. 


We asked Peter what his views were for the team for 
1980. He replied, “I believe we can look forward to 
avery good season. We have a very young team but 
they are skilful and very dedicated players. The 
points earned in our early matches have given the 
team confidence in themselve8, and that confidence 
will play a vital part in keeping us going.” 

When asked what advice could he give to the young 
junior players of St. George, he having been one, he 
answered “‘If they are keen enough to continue play- 
ing and aim for the top they shouldn't really look to 
any other club than St. George. Here we have the 
finest set up in Australia, and junior clubs should en- 
courage their players to play representitive or inter- 
district football if they are good enough. The kids will 
only get better if they play in the best competition.” 


That’s good advice to the youngsters for Peter 
knows what it is to strive for the top. He had a most 
frustrating season last year, after only a few matches 
he was injured and out for some time — his sidelining

- VIC NEEDS POINTS AFTER CANBERRA’S 
BIG. SPLURGE 


Vic Fernandez still holds a place in his heart for St. 
George. 

It was the St. George Club which brought Vic to Australia in 
1963. Fernandez was known to Sydney soccer fans in the 
1960's as “Mr. Football”. He had seven memorable years 
with St. George. Vic played in New Zealand and again in 
Argentina before he returned to Saints in 1975. He then 
coached the club’s second grade team and played as well. 
In 1977 Vic joined forces with another St. George great 
Johnny Warren in Canberra. Warren, of course, was 
Canberra City’s manager-coach in the first year of the PSL 

and Vic was his assistant. 

Vic returns to Sydney today but this time as the boss of 
Canberra City. Vic is in the “hot seat” and anxious for 
results because the club spent lavishly and paid out almost 
$90,000 on players this year. 

Canberra, like St. George, had a nightmare opening to their 
1980 campaign. Both teams lost by a similar margin of 
4-2... Canberra to Lions and Saints to newcomers 
Blacktown. ig 

The following week Saints Beunded back to. beat 
Leichhardt, but because of a lightning strike by Canberra 
airport refuelers Vic’s boys couldn’t make it to Melbourne 
to play Footscray. 

“We'll have to start firing soon,” Vic said this week. 
“There's tremendous pressure on the boys to get results,” 
he added. 

Canberra’s new recruits this season are the O’Shea 
brothers, John, Robert and Michael — and St. George fans 
have seen them play before. The O'Shea’s are all St. 
George products. St. George coach Raul Blanco insists 
that he didn’t want to lose the trio but their demands forced 
the club to release them. 

John O’Shea is Canberra’s new captain and the midfield 
general. Robert has been playing as sweeper and Michael 
ati fullback:

But now that Roy Stark and Danny Moulis are back Michael 
reverts to the bench. Stark and Moulis give solidarity to the 
defence. “We made a lot of errors in our first game 
because Stark and Moulis were not there,” Vic said. 


“I'd really love to get my best team on the park. This pro- 
blem with the two New Zealand boys isn’t helping,” he 
said. Goalkeeper Richard Wilson and midfield Duncan Cole 
are New Zealand internationals. The wrangle concerns 
money and Canberra are still waiting for a final verdict from 
FIFA. 


Other newcomers to Canberra are Tony Brennan, Sebas- ~ 


tian Giampaolo and Walter Valeri — all talented strikers. 

Brennan, the coloured striker who played for Brisbane 
Lions, has taken longer to settle in than Fernandez had 
hoped. “But we’ve got Tony a job now and hopefully he'll 


‘reveal his true ability,” Fernandez said. 


Giampaolo and Valeri are both former State League players 
with Inter Monaro. Good strikers are few and far between in 
this country and Canberra feel they have a bonus in these 
two players. 


Giampaolo played for Australia against Greece when Jimmy 
Shoulder was national coach. It has been said that Giam- 
paolo has a reluctance to train hard, but according to Fer- 
fandez that is not so. ‘I have been greatly impressed with 
Sabastian’s attitude at training,” Fernandez said. “Walter is 
taking a little longer to come along,” he said. 


St. George fans surely can’t forget the name Harry 
Williams. Harry is another who gave Saints fine service and 
is now playing for Canberra. Fernandez remarks: “If Harry 
continues to play the way he is | wouldn't be surprised tos 
see him back in the national team.”
